Focus on future 
after hall arson 


THE owner of the burnt- 
down Chilford Hall has 
said she can now “look to 
the future” after two 
Haverhill men were 
convicted for the arson 
attack which caused £4.5 
million damage and 
gutted several historic 
buildings. 

Fiona Alper, who has owned 
the 400-year-old site in Linton 
since the death of her husband 
Sam in 2002, is keen to get the 
venue back on its feet as soon as 
possible and believes the future 
will be bright. 

She said: “We will rise out of the 
ashes and it must be onward and 
upward from here. We now have a 
blank canvas on which to provide 
something really special.” 

Ideas are already being drawn 
up for the new permanent venue, 
which is likely to include more 
craft companies as well as the 
banqueting and conferencing 
facilities. 

Mrs Alper said the biggest loss 
for her in the blaze was her 
husband’s art, and that the new 
structure should be interesting 
and creative to continue what he 
had started. 

In the meantime, the Alper 
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family will erect a state-of-the-art 
semi-permanent marquee to be 
used from mid-March onwards 
until the barns which were razed 
in June’s blaze can be properly 
replaced. 

The new marquee - to be used 
to host weddings and conferences 
- will be hard-sided with glass 
windows, wooden flooring and 
carpet, and will be available all 
year round. 

It will have a capacity for 250 
people, with a reception space 
which leads to a main dining area. 
The bistro, winery and vineyards 
remain intact. 

Mrs Alper said she was grateful 
a line could be drawn under the 
saga after Mark Hall was found 
guilty of arson following a two- 
week trial at Cambridge Crown 
Court last month. 

The same charge had pre¬ 
viously been admitted by his co¬ 
defendant, Thomas Richardson, 
who was sacked from Chilford 
Hall in 2009 for stealing and 
drinking on the job. 

The pair, both 28 and from 
Pipers Close, were cleared of the 
more serious charge of arson with 
intent to endanger life.

Fire crews 
tipped off 
over bid to 
burn down 
historic hall

The seven men and five 
women who made up the jury 
reached a unanimous verdict 
after more than five hours of 
deliberations. In doing so they 
rejected claims that Hall 
should have been found guilty 
of a lighter charge of simple 
arson because he had played a 
lesser role. 

In the lead-up to the blaze 
on June 13 last year - which 
resulted in the destruction of 
historic barns and the pavilion 
while Mrs Alper slept in the 
main house nearby - 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue received a call from 
Richardson’s then partner, Sally 
Ketteridge, claiming the two 
friends had threatened to burn 
down Chilford Hall and were 
heading over in a black Honda. 

Officers spotted them driv¬ 
ing out of the grounds and the 
pair were arrested in Haverhill. 
The Honda was seized and 
police found bin bags 
containing several bottles of 
empty spirits and white tissues 
soaked in alcohol in the car. 

Richardson had said he had 
only wanted to steal alcohol 
from the property and did not 
know Mrs Alper was nearby. 
But Hall said he had been 
bullied and threatened into 
accompanying Richardson and 
his attempts to put out the fire 
failed. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
on hearing the verdict told the 
defendants: “In the case of you 
Mr Hall, you have been found 
guilty by this jury of an 
extremely grave offence and 
Mr Richardson you had already 
pleaded guilty to that matter. 

“You must expect a sub¬ 
stantial custodial sentence.” 

The court ordered psycho¬ 
logical and pre-sentence 
reports for both men ahead of 
the sentencing date on 
February 8. 

Mrs Alper added: “My 
overriding feeling about Mr 
Richardson and Mr Hall is of 
sadness, not anger. One of the 
things I learned from my 
husband is that anger is a 
wasted emotion.” 

Det Con Tracey Griffin of 
Cambridgeshire police was 
part of the investigating team 
after the blaze. 

She said: “The fire not only 
put officers and fire officers in 
danger but has also had a 
detrimental effect on the local 
community and local 
businesses.”

A host of well-known 
community stalwarts in and

Attacker stuck both 
thumbs in man’s eyes 


A “REVENGE” attack in 
which a man pushed his 
thumbs into his victim’s 
eyes was entirely out of 
character, a court has 
heard. 

Lewis Cruickshank, of Ash 
Grove, in Haverhill, punched his 
victim in the face as the man tried 
to fight back in Haverhill town 
centre just after midday on 
September 20. 

Cruickshank, 21, pleaded guilty 
to a charge of assault causing 
actual bodily harm when he 
appeared at Ipswich Crown Court 
on Wednesday, December 20. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd said the 
victim had been approached by 


Cruickshank, who held out both 
hands towards his face before 
pushing a thumb into each of the 
man’s eyes. 

As the victim tried to fight back 
he was punched in the body and 
face. 

Cruickshank walked off and the 
victim was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s. 

He suffered a head wound that 
needed five stitches, facial bruises 
and a partially collapsed lung. 

The incident appeared to be the 
result of a previous dispute, Mr 
Sadd told the court. 

Charles Myatt, mitigating, said 
Cruickshank had no previous 
convictions. 

He also gave Judge Rupert 
Overbury testimonials from 


Cruickshank’s family and 
employer praising his patience, 
gentleness, maturity and dig¬ 
nified behaviour. 

In sentencing Cruickshank, the 
judge told him that it had been a 
“vicious” and unprovoked assault, 
but also accepted that it had been 
out of character. 

Judge Overbury said: “This was 
a revenge attack. You told the 
probation service you had had 
enough of him interfering in your 
private affairs.” 

Cruickshank received an 18- 
month community order and 120 
hours of unpaid community 
work. 

He must also pay £500 compen- 
sation and £200 prosecution 
costs.

Support service to help recovery 


RECOVERING addicts will benefit 
from specialist housing support to 
help them remain abstinent in the 
new year.

Council’s cabinet member for health 
and adult care, said: “I am very pleased 
that the county council will be working 
closely with Genesis Housing 
Association to provide the STARS 
service. 

“Homelessness or living near to 
dealers and previous associates will 
naturally have a detrimental effect on 
their drive to become abstinent and 
this service seeks to address this issue. 

“Helping these vulnerable members 
of society become more independent 
and remain abstinent is vitally 
important and I am confident that the 


STARS service will go a long way to 
supporting people to make that 
positive lifestyle change.” 

Lawrence Santcross, deputy director 
of supported housing for Genesis, 
added: “We’re delighted that after 
successfully completing the pilot 
scheme for Suffolk DAAT, this 
important work will continue. 

“The service provides people with 
accommodation and we also work 
with a range of other organisations to 
provide a tailored package of support. 

“That might mean referring 
someone to training and employment 
opportunities to help them to get back 
into work, or it might mean equipping 
people with valuable skills such as 
managing their finances. 

“We provide people with the tools to 
live independently and make a positive 
contribution to their community.”

Teenage ace going for gold 



A SIXTH former has qualified 
to take part in a festival of 
sport ‘down under’ this 
month. 

Larissa Sykes, of Samuel 
Ward Academy, Chalkstone 
Way, Haverhill, will 
participate in the Australian 
Youth Olympic Festival in 
Sydney at shooting. 

The 16-year-old, who 
mainly trains in Cambridge 
but also in Southampton for 
some sessions, will compete 
in 50m outdoor target 
shooting and 10m indoor 
target shooting.

Thousands are 
being inspired 


ADULTS are keeping 
the Olympic torch 
burning in Suffolk by 
throwing themselves 
into more sport and 
voluntary work than 
last year, figures have 
revealed. 

Almost 14,000 more 
over-16s in the county are 
getting involved in sport 
on a weekly basis than in 
2011, according to data 
from Sport England. 

Credit for the 2.2 per 
cent increase is being 
given in part to activities 
and projects inspired by 
London 2012 including 
the Great East Swim, the 
Ipswich Half-Marathon, 
the Suffolk Disability Sport 
Academy and the Inspired 
Facilities Fund, which 
saw £500,000 of funding 
secured for facilities in 
Suffolk. 

John Clough, director of 
Suffolk Sport, the county 
sports partnership for 
Suffolk, said he was 
pleased with the upsurge 
but said more than half of 
adults in the county are 
not exercising enough and

they have to keep plugging 
away. 

He said: “I am delighted 
that in Suffolk the number 
of people participating in 
sport on a regular basis 
continues to increase. 

“It demonstrates that 
the work across a range of 
local partners to build a 
lasting legacy from the 
2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games is 
starting to show positive 
results. 

“We mustn't, however, 
be complacent as physical 
inactivity remains high: 
with over 50 per cent of 
the adult population 
currently not doing 
enough exercise. We must 
continue to work hard to 
inspire all sections of our 
community to realise the 
many benefits of an active 
lifestyle.” 

Meanwhile on the 
volunteering side, in 
excess of 3,000 more 
people in Suffolk have 
given up their time to 


support sport last year 
than in 2011. 

Suffolk County Council 
has said the work being 
carried out by the Suffolk 
2012 Volunteering Legacy 
Project and Sport Makers, 
the Sport England 
Olympic legacy project, is 
partly responsible for the 
rise. 

Cllr Colin Noble, Suffolk 
County Council’s cabinet 
member responsible for 
sport, said: “It is fantastic 
to see more people 
enjoying exercise in the 
county. Undoubtedly the 
incredible summer of 
sport has inspired local 
people to dig out their 
running shoes, tennis 
rackets, bicycles and 
swimming hats in order to 
get back into sport. 

“The challenge now is to 
keep up this level of enth¬ 
usiasm for sport if we are 
to succeed in making 
Suffolk the most active 
county.” 

He said anyone who 
wants to become more 
active and is on the hunt 
for ideas can visit www.

Quest to close 
broadband gap 



HOUSEHOLDS in 
Suffolk will no longer 
suffer from a “digital 
divide” after plans for 
ultrafast broadband 
took a step forward. 

Suffolk County Council 
has signed a contract with 
BT under the Government’s 
Broadband Delivery pro¬ 
gramme, which aims to 
provide every household 
and business premises in 
the county with at least 2 
megabits per second 
(Mbps) by the end of 2015. 

The project will use a 
mixture of public and 
private funds to deliver the 
network to more isolated 
parts of the county, rather 
than just faster speeds to 
areas where it is easier to 
deliver. 

Cllr Mark Bee, leader of 
Suffolk County Council and 
chair of the Better Broad¬ 
band for Suffolk pro¬ 
gramme board, said: “When 
we launched the Better 
Broadband for Suffolk 
campaign, we wanted to 
ensure that everyone who

lives and works in our 
county benefits. 

“Improving access to 
broadband is going to help 
Suffolk’s economy grow by 
as much as 20 per cent and 
create up to 5,000 new 
jobs.” 

There is acute disparity 
between urban and rural 
Suffolk and between Suffolk 
and the rest of the country, 
and councillors aim to close 
those gaps, said Cllr Bee. 

He said: “I’m delighted 
that we’ve come such a long 
way in such a short space of 
time. 

“In the new year, the first 
properties are going to start 
benefiting from the pro¬ 
gramme and within three 
years, broadband access 
across Suffolk is going to be 
unrecognisable from what it 
is today.” 

Surveyors from Open- 
reach, BT’s local network 
division, will begin looking 
at locations across the 


county in the new year. 

Bill Murphy, managing 
director of NGA and BT 
Group, said: “This is great 
news for Suffolk. 

“The county is ambitious 
for economic growth and 
higher-speed broadband 
services are crucial for 
delivering that by helping to 
retain and grow small 
businesses, providing 
access to a global online 
market for entertainment 
and business opportunities 
and creating jobs.” 

Only 2 per cent of the 
hardest to reach premises 
are expected to have speeds 
lower than 5 Mbps in the 
next three years. 

Mr Murphy said: “Fibre 
broadband will bring 
Suffolk’s predominantly 
rural economy into the 
digital fast lane - revitalising 
small towns, villages and 
hamlets by making it 
possible to start and run a 
connected business from 
these locations and in the 
long term, ensuring local 
people don’t suffer from a 
digital divide.”

Jubilee a highlight 


2012 began with high hopes for town centre shoppers. Review of the year by LIZZY BUCHAN 


JANUARY 

A CARER appeared in court charged 
with murdering a pensioner in her 
care. Bunthawee Rimmer, 49, of 
Castle Lane, was charged with the 
murder of 77-year-old Paul Norfolk 
who was found dead at his home on 
December 30. A post mortem found 
he died of head injuries. 

A mother spoke of her ordeal 
after her son cracked his skull 
falling off a climbing frame. Jamie 
Griffin, 10, suffered a brain bleed 
after he fell 1.5 metres from a 
climbing frame at Burton End 
Primary School in 2009. Suffolk 
County Council was ordered to pay 
£43,722 and fined £51,000 after it 
admitted six breaches of health and 
safety. 

Plans to pedestrianise the High 
Street by the end of the year were 
unveiled. Suffolk County Council and 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
joined forces to improve the 
shopping experience in the town by 
closing the road between 10am and 
4pm on Sunday to Thursday and 
6am to 6pm Friday and Saturday. The 
bottom of Swan Lane would become 
two-way and a 20mph speed limit 
would be introduced. 

Artist James Mayhew visited 
pupils at Kedington Primary School 
and helped them to paint a display 
of art through the ages. The author 
of Katie’s Picture Show led 
youngsters in trying out different 
styles from cave painting to Banksy 
before signing copies of booked for 
his young fans. 

FEBRUARY 

A PAIR of bungling burglars made off 
with electrical equipment worth 
£7,500 - in a taxi booked in one of 
their names. Kevin Forrester, 33, and 
Robert Scullion, 28, pleaded guilty to 
the thefts from a house in Lordship 
Lane, Haverhill, at West Suffolk 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Heavy snowfall brought the town 
to a standstill as temperatures 
plummeted. Schools closed and 
gritters fought to clear the roads as 
accidents were widespread. 

A senior GP hit out at plans to 
close out-of-hours centres in the 
town. Dr Andrew Cornish branded 
plans to close the Crown Health 
Centre as “crazy” as out-of-hours 
provider Harmoni said the level of 
care would not be reduced. 

Residents would have to drive as far 
as Bury St Edmunds to get care if the 
centre was shut. 

An escaped tortoise was 
returned to its owners after it 
plodded away in August. Bugsy was 
found less than half a mile from his 
owner’s home in West Wickham 
after he became stuck in a wire 
fence. His owners, the Cameron 
family, said they had given up hope 
of ever finding their pet. 

MARCH 

FIREFIGHTERS battled with leaping 
flames for more than four days after 
a waste recycling plant went up in 
smoke. The Environment Agency 
began an investigation at the site in 
Homefield Road. The waste involved 
was more than 150 tonnes of 
residual household and commercial 
waste. 

A 13-year-old school girl 
launched her first book live on 
television. Ella Richardson, of 
Hamlet Road, beat 7,000 entrants 
to win a Daybreak competition with

her book The Bear and the Bees. 
She launched the book at 
Waterstones, in Cambridge, and 
received a surprise visit from boy 
band The Wanted, who helped the 
judge the competition. 

A British woman who was held 
captive by Somali pirates for six 
months was released. Judith Tebbutt, 
56, was taken prisoner at an 
exclusive resort in Kenya by gunmen 
who murdered her husband David, 
58, who grew up in Haverhill. 

APRIL 

A WOMAN said she felt let down 
after she had to drive her husband 
to hospital because the ambulance 
service said his condition was not 
life-threatening. June Garnett called 
the emergency services after her 
husband Chris, 66, was having 
trouble breathing. June drove her 
husband 18 miles to Addenbrooke’s 
where he was admitted. 

Street lights were switched back 
on by police following a spate of 
arson attacks on the Clements estate. 
Residents complained after Suffolk 
County Council introduced a new 
lighting system where the lights were 
switched off between midnight and 
5.30am. Acting Sgt Will Wright, of 
Haverhill Police, said the county 
council had agreed to temporarily 
switch the lights back on after a 
request from the police. 

A heartbroken cat owner spoke 
of her dismay after her pet was 
poisoned. Jackie Sharpe, of Mill 
Hill, took 10-month-old Benson to 
the vet where she was told he 
might have been poisoned with anti 
freeze. He suffered kidney failure 
and had to be put down. 

Flags and bunting were put out for 
a street party at Little Wonders Pre- 
School group. Youngsters celebrated 
St George’s Day with hymns and flag 
making sessions and they munched 
their lunch off Union Jack plates. 

MAY 

ANGRY residents criticised health 
chiefs for breaking promises about 
improving clinical facilities at the 
Crown Health Centre and planning 
to shut the centre as running costs 
were too high. The Weekly News 
launched a campaign with MP 
Matthew Hancock and Haverhill 
Town Council to fight for better 
healthcare provision in the town. 

Fred Phillips, who received an 
MBE for providing 50 years of 
service to village life in Kedington, 
died in a care home aged 93. Mr 
Phillips was involved in almost every 
organisation in the village and acted 


as correspondent for the Weekly 
News for more than half a century. 

He joined Kedington British Legion 
after serving in the Army for six years 
and worked as a church warden, a 
gardener, a lollipop man and a bell 
ringer. 

Crime figures plummeted, apart 
from a small spike in January, but 
police said they were not going to 
get complacent. There were 251 
offences reported to police in 
Haverhill compared to a three-year 
average of 295 which is a 15 per 
cent drop. Insp Peter Ferries said 
officers were doing a really good 
job in the town. 

Two schools became academies 
this week and planned to work 
together in partnership to build a new 
school on one of the sites. Castle 
Manor Business and Enterprise 
College became Castle Manor 
Academy while the Place Farm 
Community Primary School became 
Place Farm Primary Academy. 

JUNE 

TWO men were charged with 
starting the fire that destroyed 
Chilford Hall, in Linton, one of the 


region’s most popular wedding 
venues. Staff scrambled to secure 
marquees so the wedding of Emma 
Farr and Greg Smith from Cherry 
Hinton could go ahead. 

Jubilee mania swept the county 
and thousands of people turned out 
to celebrate at street parties and 
other jubilee events. Former MP 
Richard Spring, now Baron Risby of 
Haverhill, officially named the square 
off Ehringhausen Way as the Jubilee 
Plaza. 

Angry councillors said a blaze at 
a derelict middle school could have 
been avoided. Castle Hill Middle 
School was destroyed in a fire on 
June 3 after fire crews battled with 
flames for more than three hours. 
Insp Peter Ferrie, of Haverhill 
Police, had warned that the two 
abandoned school buildings had 
become magnets for criminals. 

Scouts returned from a trip to find 
vandals had daubed their hut with 
graffiti and smashed up valuable 
equipment. More than 200 scouts, 
guides and brownies use the hut in 
Colne Valley Road and leaders spoke 
of their struggle to raise funds to 
keep the premises going.

JULY 

THOUSANDS lined the streets to 
watch the Olympic torch be carried 
through the town. Linton Village 
College student Issy Gower, 13, 
carried the torch through her home 
town after being nominated by her 
mother for raising £20,000 in 
memory of her sister Jessica who 
died of bone cancer aged 14. 
Paralympian hopeful Caroline 
Maclean also lifted the torch for a 
portion of the way. 

The mother of an alcoholic who 
died just before his 30th birthday 
said his drinking had made him 
become “a little old man”. Dawn 
Titterington, 51, found her son 
Matthew dead at home after he 
suffered a bout of pneumonia. His 
drinking, which began when he was 
just 15, left him with irreversible 
cirrhosis of the liver. Dawn has 
started to campaign for more 
support for young alcoholics. 

Two-year-old Aiden Thomas took 
his first steps after returning from a 
life-changing operation in America. 
The youngster was born with a form 
of cerebral palsy called bilateral 
spastic hemiplegia and his mother 
Vicky was told he would be in a 
wheelchair by the time he was a 
teenager. Donations flooded in after 
the family set up Aiden’s Footsteps, a 
charity fund to pay for his treatment. 

A carer was given a life sentence 
for the murder of a pensioner in her 
charge. A judge at Ipswich Crown 
Court heard Bunthawee Rimmer, 

49, of Castle Lane, had hit Paul 
Norfolk, 77, at least a dozen times 
in the head with a claw hammer. 
Rimmer then tried to kill herself. 

The 77-year-old had left her 
£340,000 in his will. 

AUGUST 

PATIENTS wept as the Crown Health 
Centre closed its doors for the last 
time. MP Matthew Hancock joined 
councillors and worried residents for 
a Day of Action before the centre 
shut leaving 900 patients without a 
doctor. Residents will now have to 
travel to Bury St Edmunds for 
treatment. 

A conman who appeared on 
Crimewatch was jailed for a year 
after staff at two pubs did some 
detective work. Serial fraudster 
Scott West, 36, used stolen credit 
cards to pay for his stays in a 
number of pubs all over 
Cambridgeshire. He checked into 
the Crown pub, in Linton, before 
disappearing one morning but was 


recognised when he tried to check 
into the Black Bull Pub, in Balsham, 
under a different name. 

A lucky couple from Haverhill 
scooped a £148m prize from 
EuroMillions - the second biggest 
payout ever. Adrian Bayford, who 
runs the Suffolk Music Centre in 
Queen Street, and his wife Gillian said 
they plan to stay in the town and 
share their cash with others. 

Haverhill’s MP Matthew Hancock 
saddled up to raise money for 
charity by competing in the first 
amateur race on the July Course. 
The Blue Square Cavalry Charge 
was held to raise money for Racing 
Welfare and the Household 
Cavalry’s Operational Fund. Mr 
Hancock trained for three months 
beforehand with top racehorse 
trainer Michael Bell. 

SEPTEMBER 

A DRIVER admitted to causing the 
death of a 13-year-old boy and his 
grandfather by driving carelessly on 
the A1307 near Linton. Paul Bell, of 
North Crescent, in Steeple 
Bumpstead, pleaded guilty to causing 
the deaths of Joshua Bysouth and 
Michael Kidd, 66, of Stanley’s Farm 
Road, in Saffron Walden, after a 
crash on September 18,2011. Both 
were pronounced dead at the scene. 

An owner was reunited with her 
pet terrapin after it spent more than

a year “on the run”. Carol 
Outhwaite, of Jaybeth Animal 
Sanctuary, recognised her 
pet Baldrick after a campaign 
run by the police and the 
Weekly News to find the 
stray terrapin’s owner. PCSO 
found Baldrick wandering 
down the street in Stradishall 
on September 5. He hadn’t 
been seen since May 2011. 

A man was jailed for three 
years after police discovered a 
huge arsenal of weapons 
hidden in his home. Hand 
guns, automatic weapons and 
grenades were seized from the 
house of Karl Dowling, 48, of 
Bramble Close. Neighbours 
were shocked at the discovery 
and described him as a 
“friendly and placid bloke”. 

X Factor judges said a firm 
no to a Britney Spears 
impersonator from Haverhill. Lorna 
Bliss, 33, failed to impress with her 
raunchy routines on the TV talent 
show. Clad in lime green underwear 
and a white fishnet body stocky, 
Lorna chased a terrified Gary 
Barlow around the audience and 
wrapped her legs around Louis 
Walsh’s neck. 

OCTOBER 

POLICE clamped down on drivers 
flouting traffic regulations which 
forbid most people from entering the 
High Street between 10am and 4pm 
on weekdays. A total of 80 drivers 
were turned away during a two hour 
stint while 93 blue badge holders 
were allowed in. Concerns were 
raised at a previous police priority 
setting meeting that the law was not 
being upheld by police. 

Two old army pals were reunited 
following an appeal in the Weekly 
News. Michael Barker, 73, and 
Peter Mayers had not seen each 
other for 52 years, after they 
trained together as drivers during 
their national service and then 
completed NATO training exercises 
in Germany. They finally met at 
Peter’s home in Ash Grove, in 
Haverhill, to reminisce about the 
past. 

An academy earned an 
‘outstanding’ ranking in its first Ofsted 


inspection. Samuel Ward Academy, 
in Chalkestone Way, achieved 
outstanding in all four categories - 
staff management, quality of 
teaching, students’ achievements 
and behaviour and safety. 

Lottery hunters poured into the 
store where Adrian and Gillian 
Bayford bought their lucky ticket. 
The couple won a £148m jackpot 
from EuroMillions in August. Paresh 
Patel, owner of Premier 
convenience store, said their luck 
had rubbed off on other residents 
as another buyer had scooped a 
£50,000 prize in the town. 

NOVEMBER 

THE town welcomed a royal visitor 
for a series of special events. 

Princess Anne arrived at Samuel 
Ward Academy by helicopter before 
unveiling three plaques bearing her 
name. The Princess Royal opened 
the school’s new sports hall as well 
as Haverhill House, a new hub for 
public services, and biotech firm 
Genzyme, which has just celebrated 
its 30th birthday. 

Green youngsters from 
Kedington Primary School received 
gold medals from an Olympic rower 
for saving energy. EDF ambassador 
Katherine Grainger, who won gold 
in the coxless double skulls during 
the games, celebrated the school’s 
success in lowering its carbon 
footprint. 

A churchyard will be turned into a 
“focal point” for the town after 
promises to invest thousands of 
pounds in the project. Haverhill in 
Bloom has concentrated its efforts 
on raising funds to renovate St 
Mary’s Churchyard and One Haverhill 
and St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council promised £5,000 each for 
the project. 

Complaints were made against a 
BBC programme that described 
Haverhill as “isolated” with 
“unemployment and social 
problems”. Producers were forced 
to re-record the introduction of Any 
Questions after residents said they 
were “saddened” by presenter 
Jonathan Dimbleby’s negative 
portrayal of the town. 

DECEMBER 

CAMPAIGNERS banded together to 
fight for safety improvements to the 
A1307. Representatives from nine 
parish councils met to discuss the 
problems with the high casualty road, 
which has seen three fatalities and 30 
reported accidents in the last three 
years. 

A former barman started the fire 
at Chilford Hall as an act of 
revenge, a court heard. Thomas 
Richardson, 27, of Pipers Close 
was sacked from his job at the 
popular wedding venue for drinking 
and stealing and is alleged to have 
torched the building just before the 
third anniversary of his sacking. He 
leaded not guilty to both counts of 
arson. 

Children got their skates on and 
stroked real life reindeer at a festive 
event in the town. Shops stayed open 
late as families met Father Christmas 
and enjoyed a firework display, which 
attracted more than 5,000 people. 

Generous shoppers donated 
more than 1,700kgs of food to a 
charity food bank over a weekend. 
Hundreds of tins were collected at 
Tesco, in Haverhill, as part of the 
supermarket’s largest food 
collection appeal. The goods went 
to Haverhill Food Bank for cash- 
strapped families this Christmas.

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Why I gave up my children

Polly O’Neill took the most heartbreaking decision any mother can 
contemplate 21 years ago. Now she’s dedicating herself to helping 
other women in a similar situation. Interview by EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM 


P |OLLY O'Neill cuts a striking 
figure. Tall, stylish, and looking 
far younger than her 48 years, 
she's a volunteer at the Cambridge 
Women's Resources Centre, where she 
helps vulnerable women to turn their 
lives around. 

Yet Polly’s own life has been almost 
unbearably difficult. Crippled by bipolar 
disorder, 21 years ago she took a heartbreaking 
decision - to put her three young children into 
care. 

“I nearly rang you to cancel,” admits Polly, as 
I arrive. “I was worried about the backlash. 
There’s a lot of prejudice: people can’t 
understand why women would give up their 
children. But how would they react if they were 
in my situation? You never know what life’s 
going to throw at you.” 

Growing up in Huntingdon, Polly had a 
difficult childhood. “It was tough,” she says. 

“I was crazy, unmanageable, and teachers 
couldn’t cope with me at school. Then, of 
course, I was a ‘naughty child’, because there 
wasn’t a diagnosis for anything like bipolar or 
ADHD. But for me it was like being a prisoner in 
my own head.” 

One of Polly’s main problems was stealing: 
she’d steal from her family, from her friends, 
from shops - anything from chocolate to 
money: “but I can’t really put my finger on why,” 
she says. “Maybe for the attention, or the buzz, 
or just to see if I could get away with it.” 

By the time she was 14, the situation reached 
breaking point, and Polly was put into a care 
home. The stealing continued and, at 17, she 
took the dramatic decision to move to 
Germany, where she met a British soldier 
stationed there. After a whirlwind romance, 
they married, both aged just 18. 

“I loved him, in my own way, and for me it 
was security,” says Polly. “But he was away all 
the time, and I didn’t really make friends. I felt 
like I was on my own out there.” 

Before long, Polly fell pregnant. At first she 
was delighted: “I thought having a baby would 
make things better.” But three months before 
her due date, she left her husband for another 
soldier, and returned to the UK. 


The relationship soon broke up, and Polly 
gave birth to baby Michael alone. “He was 
gorgeous,” she smiles. “He had really blond hair. 
And I loved him: I was maternal, I was 
protective, and I did my best for him. But I 
didn’t know how to be a mum. And I found it 
very difficult coping on my own.” 

Eventually she asked her husband to take her 
back: he did, and the following year they had 
another son, Andrew. 

But Polly’s manic depression made family life 
impossible: “I’d shout and scream, smash 
things, go out and not come back. We used to 
sit and cry together and say ‘what are we going 
to do?’ because it was just this constant battle. 
There was no way it was going to work - we 
were just bashing our heads against a brick 
wall.” 

When her boys were 3 and 2, Polly again left 
her husband. She moved back to Cambridge, 
eventually settling in a village - and that’s when 
things began to get even worse. 

At 26, she fell pregnant with her daughter, 
Lucy: “I wasn’t coping with the boys as it was, 
because of the depression, and I knew when I 
had Lucy that we were going to go under. I 
knew it was going to be a disaster for the whole 
family.” 

Sadly, she was right. By the time Lucy was 18 
months old, Polly had hit rock bottom. 

“I’d stay in bed with the curtains closed for 
weeks. Michael had become the father of the 
family He was doing everything: he was looking 
after Lucy, feeding her, changing her nappies, 
taking Andrew to school - and looking after me. 
He was only 7. 

“I’d been in touch with social services, but 
they didn’t seem to grasp the seriousness of the 
problem - they tried to get me to go on art 
courses! I got to the point where I couldn’t cope 
any more. I’d had enough.” 

Telling a friend she wanted to spend a week 
in Germany, Polly asked her to look after her 
children: “And she said no. So I left them with 
her 16-year-old son in my house: he was going 
to look after them while I was away 

“I knew what I was doing. I left him with a 
bank card, so he could get money, but there was 
no money in the bank. So I knew he’d contact 
his mother - and he did. She phoned social

services, and I came back a week later 
knowing that my children would be in 
care.” 

Social services tried to get the family 
back together, “but it had gone too far. I 
couldn’t be a mum. I was too messed up,” 
says Polly. 

“There was a woman at the time, and I 
often think of her: she drowned herself 
and her three children: I’ve still got the 
newspaper cutting. And I know how she 
felt. That’s how desperate I was. 

“I had three choices: I’d kill us all, they’d 
stay with me and end up really screwed 
up, or I’d put them into care. I made the 
right decision.” 

The children were placed in temporary 
foster care: eventually Michael lived with 
foster parents, Lucy was adopted, and 
Andrew went to live with his paternal 
grandparents. 

“But I never let go. I saw them twice a 
week for five years: we’d play, or I’d take 
them out to the park. It was always difficult 
leaving: Lucy would have her arms 
stretched out to me every time I walked 
away, and that was one of the hardest 
things. But I believed they had a right to 
know who I was.” 

Wracked with guilt and grief, Polly 
became suicidal: “I was grieving the loss of 
my children, and I phoned so many places 
trying to get help: I knew I was going 
under and I didn’t want to live. I phoned 
the Samaritans, I even phoned 
(bereavement charity) Cruse. But there’s 
nothing out there for women who don’t 
live with their children.” 

Or so she thought: by chance, the 
Cambridge Women’s Resources Centre 
(CWRC) had set up a group to support 
mums in Polly’s situation: “and they saved 
me,” she says. 

“I came here for a few months, and it 
helped me get through a really tough time. 
I don’t know what I’d have done without 
them.” 

Yet the guilt and the grief continued: 
“and that’s when I started taking heroin,” 
admits Polly. “The heroin made me feel 
nothing - and I liked it. I liked the way that 
it took everything away, that I didn’t have 
to feel the hurt and the pain.” 

Polly took the drug daily for five years, 
“and then one day I decided to stop. I 
knew I’d end up in prison or dead.” She 
bought some methadone on the street, 
then spent two weeks getting herself clean: 
“It was terrible. Sickness, body cramps... I 
felt like I was dying, but I knew I’d got to go 
through it. It was do or die.” 

Polly then spent some time living in 
Spain, before her life dramatically 
changed: hearing that Michael, by now 19, 
was having a bout of illness, Polly felt she 
had to go to him, “and I turned up in 



Norwich with my guitar, a rucksack and 
my suitcase.” 

She ended up living with Michael for 
nearly five years, “and it was brilliant. 
Obviously we had to deal with some 
difficult issues, but it helped turn both of 
our lives around, and gain a relationship - 
a very strong one. He’s amazing, everyone 
thinks he is.” 

Meanwhile Lucy, at 15, had found Polly 
on Facebook: “so although we were still in 
contact once a year, we started to have a 
Facebook relationship.” When Michael 
met someone and moved to Manchester, 
Lucy and Polly took him there: “and we 
drank Champagne, and I told Michael how 
proud I was of him. He said ’It’s down to 
you, mum, it’s down to you’. And I cried.” 

Three years ago, Polly came back to 
Cambridge, and it was here she finally had 
her bipolar diagnosis. Yet it didn’t come as 
a relief: “I was angry Why hadn’t I been 
diagnosed before? I was angry with the 
whole medical profession, and with 
myself, because I’d lived for 40-odd years 
with this horrible, horrible illness, and 
perhaps things could have been different.” 

Doctors suggested she should come to 
the CWRC again, “and they were amazing. 
They really supported me and helped get 
me back on track. It’s just an amazing 
place, and I don’t know what I’d do without 
it. They’ve helped me - and now I’m their 
event fundraiser, and I support other 
women as a volunteer.” 

Earlier this month, Polly organised a 
large fundraising concert at the Guildhall, 
and is hoping to set up a group for women, 
like her, who no longer live with their 
children: “I just think that if I don’t speak 
out and do something, then what a waste 
it will all have been.” 

Today Michael, 27, is thriving in 
Manchester, and Lucy, 21, is studying for a 
photography degree in Wales. Sadly none 
of them are in contact with Andrew, 26, 
who still lives with his grandmother. 

“But I’ll have him back one day,” smiles 
Polly. 

And, she adds, she finally feels settled. 

“I still have my ups and downs, but that’s 
part of who I am. I’m happy with my life, 
most of the time, and I love this place. 

“But we’re desperate for funds. We’ve got 
a lot of women here who are at risk of 
offending, and those who are on 
probation, and that affects their children. 

“If children have been in care, it often 
rolls onto their family - their children end 
up in care, as it has with me. So it’s 
stopping that cycle, and they seem to be 
able to do that here. 

“We’re determined it’s going to stay 
open. If it closed, what would those 
women do? What would I do? For me this 
is, and has always been, a lifeline.” 


• The Cambridge Women's Resources Centre, which celebrated its 30th 
anniversary this year, is a not-for-profit charity which helps women to 
change their lives for the better. It offers support and guidance as well as 
training: free courses range from maths and IT to upholstery and 
woodwork. 

Key to their work is The Dawn Project, which gives women the opportunity 
to get together, discuss what's challenging them, and decide on the best 
changes to make.

Jail term suspended 
for employee’s theft 


A MAN who stole from his 
employer so he could afford 
to live a lavish lifestyle has 
been handed a community 
order. 

Joseph Dacus, of Westward 
Deals, Kedington, took more than 
£28,000 from Cash Converters in 
Bury St Edmunds between May 16, 
2011, and July 27, last year. 

On December 21, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard the 23-year-old had 
been spending more on taxi fares 
each day between his home and 
job than he earned and so turned 
to theft. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, said 
Dacus, who pleaded guilty to theft 
from an employer, collected a total

of £28,090 by failing to record the 
true price he obtained for items 
sold, pocketing the difference. 

Mr Sadd added it was inevitable 
the discrepancy would come to 
light, leading to his boss confront¬ 
ing him and his subsequent arrest. 

Dacus immediately admitted his 
guilt. 

Duncan O’Donnell, mitigating, 
said prior to the offence his client 
had moved into a shared house for 
the first time and had tried to keep 
pace with the spending of others on 
socialising and buying items. 


He said: “He simply could not 
afford that lifestyle. 

“He is a young man who has 
stumbled into criminality of this 
nature without realising the 
seriousness of what he was doing.” 

Recorder Christopher Morgan 
sentenced the defendant to 16 
months’ imprisonment suspended 
for two years and ordered him to 
complete 200 hours of unpaid 
community work. 

He will also attend supervision 
meetings with the Probation 
Service for 12 months and take part 
in a 'thinking skills” programme. 

Mr Morgan ordered that £840 in 
cash and items of jewellery be 
seized by police and handed to 
Cash Converters as compensation.

Horticulture through the ages

T HE world’s top garden 
designers will be 
celebrating 100 years of 
the RHS Chelsea Flower Show 
in 2013 with a mixture of old 
and new, demonstrating the 
glories of the past and the 
gardens of the future. 

Award-winning Chelsea stalwart 
Roger Platts, who is designing the M&G 
show garden, Windows Through Time, 
is aiming to capture the design trends 
and themes of RHS Chelsea Flower 
Shows past and present, showing how 
British garden design has evolved while 
reflecting many recurring themes that 
have stood the test of time. 

“I believe that the three major reasons 
driving the development in garden 
design are ever-changing architecture, 
climate change and lifestyle changes,” 
says Platts. 

“Extremes of weather have tended to 
kill off some new trends in planting in 
recent years. It is not long since we were 
being encouraged to plant drought-

tolerant varieties, only to find them 
frosted or rotted in cold, wet winters. 

“It only takes a couple of years of 
extreme weather in close succession to 


remove gardeners’ confidence in certain 
plants. 

“I have always enjoyed growing a 
wide range of silver-leaved plants but 


living on heavy soil and having wetter 
weather, I am reluctant to risk some of 
these. 

“For the average gardener it will 
always be best to grow plants tolerant of 
a wide range of conditions. For the 
enthusiast they will always be trying to 
push the boundaries.” 

Low maintenance and the need for 
neatness will always be a factor in 
gardens for the future, he predicts, 
especially in urban environments. 

“The terms ‘disease free’ and ‘easy to 
grow’ and ‘uncomplicated’ is as much as 
I can predict for future gardens. It is 
impossible to know what other factors 
will dictate how gardens will look in the 
future.” 

So, how much have our gardens 
changed in the last century? 

■ Plant pots - in 1913 pots would have 
been made from clay. This then 
developed to plastic with a recent trend 
towards biodegradable materials. 

■ Glasshouses - then heating and 
propagation for glasshouses and 
growing frames relied on solid fuel and 
manure. Nowadays, electricity and bio 
fuels are used. 

■ Fertilisers - 100 years ago most 
fertiliser was organic. Over the years 
chemicals were developed for use in 
fertilising. There is now a trend to 
returning to organic fertilisers. 

■ Garden construction materials - then 
natural timber, stone, clay and iron and 
aggregates were mainly used. These 
would generally have been locally 
sourced. In 2013 we use a very similar 
range of materials with a few additions, 


such as plastics, concrete, stainless steel 
(invented in 1913) and imported 
materials such as Indian sandstone. 

■ Plants - varieties we grew in 1913 are 
similar to what we grow now but with a 
wider range today due to sophisticated 
plant breeding and selection methods. A 
century ago most were raised in the 
ground after propagation, being ‘lined 
out’ in the field as young plants, hence 
the term ‘liners’, which is still used in 
the nursery trade for young plants prior 
to final potting. 

■ Lawn mowers - were in their infancy 
100 years ago. Technology has resulted 
in garden machinery becoming more 
widely affordable. The basic principles 
of cutting grass using a cylinder mower 
have changed little over the century. 
Plastics, battery-powered strimmers and 
the rotary mower mean that small areas 
of grass are easier to maintain 
nowadays. Robotic mowers may be the 
way forward for lazy gardeners. 

■ Today we grow our own food at home 
more as a hobby than a necessity, 
whereas 100 years ago before 
supermarkets, refrigerators and fast 
transport, food was grown as a basic 
need. 

Platts’ 2013 Chelsea garden will 
embrace both new and traditional 
garden features, from modern sculpture 
to planting, threaded with historical 
shrubs popular in the 1900s. 

His flair for planting will be apparent 
throughout the garden, from wild 
grasses and meadow flowers to cottage 
roses and nodding foxgloves.

Trying to beat the breathalyser 
is 'the height of folly’, says poll 


BMW unveils latest 
version of roadster 


MEN thinking body size 
will allow them to beat 
the morning-after 
breathalyser is the height 
of folly, according to a 
survey 

Tests show that height and 
weight of drinkers has little or 
no bearing on their fitness to 
drive the day after an alcohol- 
fuelled evening. 

Yet 77 per cent of drivers 
reckon body size is important 
when it come to how quickly 


the body processes alcohol, a 
poll from Direct Line car 
insurance showed. 

And 70 per cent believe 
gender is also a vital factor in 
determining whether someone 
is legally fit to drive, said the 
poll which was also conducted 
by breathalyser company 
AlcoSense. 

The two organisations joined 
the Transport Research 
Laboratory for an experiment. 

A man weighing list 61b 
(73kg) and just under 5ft lOin 


(177cm) tall and a woman 
weighing 9st 61b (60kg) and 5ft 
5in (165cm) were tested after 
consuming the same amount 
of alcohol. 

Tested the next morning, the 
woman was well below the 
permitted alcohol level while 
the man was over the limit. 

The survey also found that 
25 per cent of drinkers knock 
back lots of water before they 
go to bed, while eight per cent 
eat large quantities of food 
after a night’s drinking. 


Next day, six per cent have a 
big breakfast and drink lots of 
coffee before driving. 

Simon Henrick of Direct Line 
said: “Drivers are taking a huge 
risk if they are relying on rough 
calculations and unproven 
theories to see whether they 
are safe to drive their car the 
morning after the night before. 

“Our study shows that, 
despite what people may think, 
there is no magic equation to 
work out if you are safe to drive 
the following morning.”

FLOODED and potholed roads 
and financial worries not 
withstanding, 82 per cent of 
drivers are happy, according to 
an AA/Populus survey. 

As many as 32 per cent of the 
17,883 AA members questioned said 
they were very happy, with only 1 per 
cent very unhappy.

About 25 per cent also said traffic 
congestion left them feeling 
decidedly unhappy, with jams 
appearing to irritate men more than 
women. 

Men were more worried than 
women about health and the state of 
the world while women were more 
concerned than men about 
household bills, family rows, 
problems at work and credit card 
bills. 

In London, 16 per cent said 
crowded public transport made them 
unhappy, a figure significantly higher 
than the national average of 6 per 
cent. 

AA president Edmund King said: “It 
is reassuring that despite all the doom 
and gloom of the last year some 82 
per cent of people are still happy. 

“Hopefully the new year will herald 
an era of greater happiness for all. A 
drop in fuel prices and traffic 
congestion would certainly raise the 
happiness index for many drivers.”
